bers of the committee appointed to visit 
the High school and attend the exami- 
nation*, t»k« pleasure in reporting that 
they find the school in excellent condi- 
tion, both in regard to deportment and 
scholarship. 


The effects of the appointment of Mr. 


Brown to the position of Principal, are 
plainly shown throughout; the pupils 
acting like ladies and gentlemen in a 
degree unusually found in a school. 


The acquisition of Miss Judd, as 


teacher of German and assistant in other 
branches, is also of great benefit to the 
school. 


The committee notice with pleasure 


that in the reading classes the scholars 
arc instructed in regard to the matter 
read, the authors and their styles; and 
carrying the same idea further, we think 
it would be well to teach, in spelling, 
the meaning of all unusual words, espe- 
cially, in the higher classes. 


It might also be well, while going 


through the ordinary arithmetic, to once 
or twice a week have a recitation in 
mental arithmetic.

Let that 
be as it may, your committee take pleas- 
ure in informing the citizens of Decatur 
that the Latin language is now well 
taught in our High school, Mr. Brown's 
pupils pronounce, translate, and parse 
remarkably well. 
The instruction is 


nccessaaily limited, but thorough. 


Although not belonging to the High 


school course, your committee wish to 
call attention to the splendid school for 
little ones, held in the high school build- 
ing, under the instruction of Miss Lizzie 
Lceper, who seems peculiarly adapted to 
making the children happy, while im- 
parting a wonderful amount of useful 
knowledge to them. Any one fond of 
children can spend a very pleasant hour 
in her room.
